Pope Francis Must Confront 
Parishioners’ Pain — and the Priests 
Who Inflict It - with Resolve

In a meeting that should have been held decades 
ago, Pope Francis last week convened Roman Catholic 
leaders at the Vatican and called for “concrete and 
effective measures” to curb the “scourge” of sexual 
abuse by priests. 


Strong words from the Holy Father. So it’s finally 
time to get tough, is it? 


The summit is being hailed as “historic” only because 
the disgraceful history of the church was to suppress 
the claims of young parishioners, while shielding the 
clerics who raped them. 


No victims were invited to speak at the opening 
Vatican assembly, but recordings from five unnamed 
persons were played. One recounted what happened 
when he complained to church leaders about being 
forced to have sex: 


“The first thing they did was to treat me as a liar, 
turn their backs and tell me that I, and others, were 
enemies of the church.” 


Another spoke of being impregnated three times by 
the same priest, who forced her to get abortions. 
“Every time I refused to have sex with him,” she said, 
“he would beat me.” 


If only such accounts were freakish aberrations, 
and not part of a sordid institutional pattern. For 


\ 
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generations, sex abuse by priests has been 
widespread and well-known to the Catholic 
hierarchy, which operated more like what 
prosecutors might call a continuing criminal 
enterprise. 


The scandal broke open after a Boston Globe series 
17 years ago, and since then numerous predator 
priests have been prosecuted. Their crimes 
typically were no secret to their superiors, who 
routinely moved serial offenders from one diocese 
to another, without warning parishioners. 


God forbid that an archbishop might actually grab 
a phone and call the cops, which is what most 
decent humans would do if they knew a child was 
being sexually molested. 


A study by the John Jay College of Criminal Justice, 
commissioned by Catholic bishops, reported that 
complaints about sexual abuse of minors were 
made against 4,392 Catholic priests between 1950 
and 2002 in the United States alone. 


Most cases weren’t investigated because the cleric 
was already dead; 1,021 individuals were reported 
to the police, 384 were charged, 252 convicted and 
only 100 received jail or prison time. 


That’s 100 priests out of thousands—and most 
abuse cases go unreported because victims 
are ashamed and intimidated. Past popes have 
acknowledged the crisis, expressed sympathy and

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promised that the church will be more diligent. 


Francis has been catching well-deserved flak since 
a trip to Chile last year, when he basically scolded 
victims of alleged abuse for slandering bishops. 
Another reason for him to worry: At long last, 
authorities are prosecuting high-ranking church 
officials for their roles in covering up sex crimes by 
priests, or even participating. 


An Australian archbishop was convicted of covering 
up abuse cases, and acardinalin France went on trial 
in January for similar charges. More problematic for 
Francis is the fate of Cardinal George Pell, one of his 
close aides, who was recently convicted in Australia 
of molesting two choirboys during the late 1990s. 


Pell has insisted he’s innocent, and the Catholic 
News Agency has published articles questioning the 
testimony of his surviving accuser. 


The pope needs this nightmare to go away because 
it is pulverizing not only public faith in the church 
but also its finances. A report by National Public 
Radio estimated that at least $3 billion has been 
paid out to sex-abuse victims and their families. 


Nineteen U.S. dioceses and_ religious orders 
have filed for bankruptcy to protect themselves 
from litigation accusing priests of rape or sexual 
misconduct. Lawyers seeking to represent victims 
now advertise online. 


So, Francis, it’s time to wake up and do something. I 
say this as a nephew of a good priest who died with 
his honor and conscience intact. 


The pope must realize that more horrific news 
is inevitable, like last summer’s report from a 
Pennsylvania grand jury saying that 301 priests ina 
half-dozen dioceses had molested more than 1,000 
children over a span of 70 years. 


Strong words from the grand jurors: 


“Priests were raping little boys and girls, and the 
men of God who were responsible for them not only 
did nothing; they hid it all. For decades.” 


Among many outrageous stories in the report was 
one about a priest who admitted abusing young 
boys and finally resigned because there were so 
many complaints. His church gave him a positive 
letter of reference for his next job.

This is the time of year when warm days, sunny 
skies and a southeast breeze mean that cobia sea- 
son is near. 


It’s the nature of fishermen to be optimistic. There 
are plenty of other things in life to be realistic about. 


But it’s tough to have optimism when you've spent 
40 years in the Gulf trying to find cobia, and the 
fishing has been on the wane for the past two de- 
cades. 


One hard and fast rule in betting—particularly in 
football—is to pay attention to trends. If a team has 
covered the spread, as an underdog, at home, for 
eight games in a row you don’t think, “Well, I bet 
they don’t do it the next game.” 


If you are inclined to bet on the upcoming cobia sea- 
son, you'd better take the under regardless of what 
the line is. 


The decline in the cobia fishery could be from fish- 


ing pressure. Cobia fishing grew dramatically in 
popularity over the last 20 years.

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It could be related to the BP oil spill, which occurred 
on April 20, 2010. It happened at the height of the 
cobia migration, in the area cobia have always 
spawned. The oil spill itself was not as toxic as the 
corexit that was sprayed to disperse the oil. 


It could be due to the warming temperatures in the 
Gulf of Mexico that dramatically affect migrating 
fish. Water temperature and currents determine 
when fish travel and where they end up. 


Times are strange when bonefish, permit and snook 
show up along the northern Gulf Coast and cobia 
show up in record numbers in North Carolina and 
Virginia. 


I fell in love with fishing—and learned how to read— 
through a gift from my grandfather. I had subscrip- 
tions to Field and Stream, Outdoor Life and Sports 
Afield when I was six years old. 


My family didn’t take many vacations, but when we 
did my parents made sure we were in close proxim- 
ity to a lake or pond or creek. When we first visited 
Destin, I knew we’d hit the jackpot. 


On countless days, as the sun disappeared, I’d 
stand on the bank of a pond, or on a dock, and long 
past dinnertime, when my parents’ patience was 
wearing thin, I’d beg: “One more cast.” 


I’m not a naturally optimistic person. When the 
question is posed, “Is a glass half full or half emp- 
ty?” my question is always, “How big is the glass?” 


But still, and against all odds, I’m looking forward 
to another cobia season on the Hey Baby. After all, 
we’ve won the last two Crab Crunchers, the biggest 
cobia tournaments in the world. We are one of the 
few boats that actually makes money cobia fishing.

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There’s also the camaraderie that comes with spend- 
ing hours with grown men in a tower, getting beat 
up, sunburned and nauseous. 


I don’t fish much with Goose anymore. He gradu- 
ated to a big, fine yacht. But I can reminisce about 
our hours on the water and his scintillating contri- 
bution to conversations. 


We'd stick to simple topics. Years ago, when we 
used to catch fish, Mike Woodham would open up 
our dialogue after a couple of hours of total silence. 
The question was always the same. 


“Well, Goose,” he’d ask. “What’d ya have for dinner 
last night?” 


Goose would light a cigarette and take a couple of 
puffs while conjuring an answer.

Depth of Decision by Gianna Stewart 
(Dorchester, Massachusetts), and 
X.Muta by Vince Tatum (Santa Rosa 
Beach). 


Recently named by Time Magazine as 
one of 100 “World’s Greatest Places,” 
the UMA is presented as part of 
CAA’s Art in Public Spaces Program 
and augments SWARA’s mission of 
creating marine habitat and expanding 
fishery populations while providing 
enhanced creative, cultural, economic 
and educational opportunities for the 
benefit, education and enjoyment of 
residents, students and visitors in 
South Walton.

2019 UMA SCULPTURE AND 
ARTIST DETAILS 

Buttery. A 12-foot replica of one of 
Alys Beach’s iconic butteries, which 
flank the town’s 30A _ entrances, 
anchoring the beautiful town while 
welcoming its visitors. 


To Refresh with Water. This 
sculptural piece approaches the 
theme of ocean degradation through 
the concept of coral bleaching. The 
artwork depicts a cluster of different 
species of Florida’s corals (elkhorn, 
staghorn, brain and fire) and sponges 
(tube, vase and barrel) bleached, 


infused with forms of plastic waste 
that will be covered through time 
by new and healthy corals, so that 
its original white form disappears 
completely. 


Wave! depicts a larger-than-life hand, 
will be constructed to facilitate coral 
growth utilizing Kansas fencepost 
limestone columns to create the bulk 
of the sculpture. These repurposed 
columns are relics from _ early 
settlers who split each block using 
rudimentary techniques. 


El Plastico replicates a plastic bottle 
on a massive scale constructed of 
environmentally cast concrete. This 
representation of something that 
generally harms marine life can 
instead play a direct role in helping it 
flourish. 


Saguaro is an eight-foot tall stainless 
steel sculpture of a cactus designed 
to promote thriving marine life. The 
saguaro cactus is a unique, famous, 
and distinct cactus that only grows 
in the Sonoran Desert, which extends 
into southern Arizona and the city of 
Tucson. 


Depth of Decision is a gesture for the 
ocean, a sunken series of decisions. 
Nuances to the cast concrete doors will 
be visible during its preview on land, 
and various openings in its structure 
and doors will serve as artificial 
reef for marine life. This series of 
doors, of decisions, will submerge in 
among marine life that may wander 
about this unnecessary architecture.

Useless, these doors will be forever 
stuck in various states of ajar, 
surrounded by nothing but ocean. 


I Found It! This sculpture will consist 
of elements relating to a lost pirate 
treasure. The central element will be 
a six-to-seven-foot tall diamond ring 
consisting of a cast concrete band 
and a jewel fabricated with a stainless 
steel rod structure covered on the 
inside with expanded metal lath and 
covered in “clean concrete” to create a 
hollow volumetric diamond. 


Let’s Not Blow This represents the 
earth as a fragile dandelion. The 
hand represents man’s potential to 
restore and protect our environment. 
It is meant, now more than ever, as 
a hopeful call to do all that we can to 
preserve our natural world. 


Love Thyself. The theme is rooted 
in the concept of self-love. The 
collaborative team will create a 
sculpture of a woman appearing to 
stand in appreciation of her reflection 
in front of a mirror to visually represent 
an image of connecting with the power.

Group Therapy Has the Cure 
for What Ails You 


By Nikki Hedrick 


Group Therapy has been spreading 


their musical remedy for only 
two years, but the band has 
familiar faces on deck. “Our first 
gig was January 30, 2017,” says 


drummer-vocalist Donnie Morgan. 


Morgan is a longtime figure in the area 
music scene. He performs ongoing 
solo gigs, but Group Therapy offers a 
unique opportunity to celebrate music 
history. 


“lve known of Dave (Hope) growing 
up listening to Kansas,” he tells 
Beachcomber. “I’ve known Steve 
(Spayde), our guitar player, for about 
40 years. I have a funny story about 
Dave. I met him a long time ago, but 
I hadn’t seen him again in 30-plus 
years. But Steve and Dave have been 
friends for a while.” 


Yes, Morgan is’ referencing the 
multiplatinum band Kansas, 
whose songs (“Dust in the Wind,” 
“Carry on My Wayward Son”) have 
been continuously adopted by pop 
culture. Longtime Destin area resident 
Dave Hope is the original bassist for 
Kansas and is now taking to the local 
stage in Group Therapy. 


“(Steve is) such an amazing guitar 
player,” says Morgan. “I look over at 
him and see who it is and like, ‘Wow, 
okay.’ We always talked jamming 
together over the years, but we 
never did. He comes from a different 
background than I do. I played speed 
metal in the ‘80s, and he was doing 
more Whale’s Tail and Elephant Walk 
type gigs—you know, I had long hair 
and spikes playing thrash metal.” 
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Morgan doesn’t exclude the possibility 
of adding original songs to the setlist 
in the future, but for now he’s focused 
on enjoying the music. “I grew up 
listening to Kansas and Rush and 
all the progressive rock bands in the 
‘70s, and tried my best to play along 
with them. And now I’m in a band with 
the bass player for one of my favorite 
bands. Right now, we’re just having 
fun playing. We just all enjoy seeing 
people having a good time, that’s what 
we're about.” 


Group Therapy can be found regularly 
at AJ’s and the Funky Blues Shack 
in Destin, and KC’s Sandbar in 
downtown Fort Walton Beach, but 
as the summer heats up so will their 
schedule. 


“You’re gonna hear some good classic 
rock that makes you want to get up,” 
says Morgan. “You’re gonna hear 
three guys that sing pretty well, and 
you're gonna hear some really good 
instrumentation. We have so much 
fun, we just kind of chase each other 
around the stage musically. 


“We do some Chicago blues, we do 
some Cream...oh gosh, we do some 
Neil Young. We just do some fun 
stuff that everybody can wrap their 
head around. And then we do some 
Grand Funk, and people get up and 
dance. And some old Rascals, and we 
just kinda poke fun at each other on 
stage because they’re older than I am. 
So Tl introduce a song from Dave’s 
high school back when I was two, you 
know, stuff like that.” 


Morgan is quick to add with a laugh, 
“We're not tackling any Zeppelin 
anytime soon because none of us can

get up there. I sing most of the stuff 
that requires some higher (range) like 
White Room’ by Cream. The stuff 
that’s more forced out, the louder voice 
and the more range, that’s usually me. 


“Steve’s got kind of in-the-middle voice 
there, but he gets some high notes too, 
for sure. And then Dave, he just lays it 
out there in perfect tune, but he’s got 
that one range he’s most comfortable 
in, and he really delivers. He’s like, 
T’ve never sang this much in my life.” 


Morgan quips that as long as their 
hearing remains intact, they will enjoy 
performing.

Where the Rubber Meets the Road... 
Meet the Team from Destin’s Rick 


McIntosh Memorial Bike Shop|

Most times, when you think about 
people that have made a positive im- 
pact on your life, the ones that come to 
mind are cherished and remembered 
fondly. This story is about a team that 
helps make fond memories for so many 
others throughout the year—each and 
every year—and they do it selflessly. 
The Rick McIntosh Memorial Bike 
Shop resides in an out-of-the-way 
space behind St. Andrews Episcopal 
Church in Destin. The story behind 
the shop, its people, and the impact 
they make is huge. 


The bicycle shop was started by 
Dwayne St. John around 2007 and is 
a huge part of the Blue Door Ministry 
at St. Andrews Episcopal Church. Mr. 
St. John not only started this bicycle 
ministry, but he spearheaded the pub- 
lic shower program for the underprivi- 
leged in this area. Not only did he have 
a heart for the people of Destin, but 
Mr. St. John also served his country 
valiantly in the Korean War and was 
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one of the few soldiers that survived 
the Battle of Chosin Reservoir, a fierce 
battle in North Korea that took place 
under brutally cold conditions. It in- 
volved both Chinese and Korean adver- 
saries, and the United Nations troops 
that survived the conflict were later 
called “The Chosin Few’—and for good 
reason, as they were lucky they made 
it out alive. 


The bike shop at St. Andrews is a 
treasure trove of tires, rims, frames, 
handlebars, seats, and bike parts ga- 
lore. Walt Cheidsey, a retired school- 
teacher, has helped facilitate the shop 
(as a volunteer) for 12 years now and 
was kind enough to share a little about 
their processes, their donors, and their 
overall ministry. Bicycles are donated 
from many sources, including local 
citizens, bicycle rental companies, bike 
shops and more. The bikes are checked 
out, tuned up, and readied for the road. 


Once they’re inspected and deemed 


roadworthy, they’re available to give to 
homeless people, the needy, and also 
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Walt Cheidsey, Michael Prentice and Bill Parsons. 


to J-1 visa workers that come to the 
area to work throughout the tourist 
season here on the Emerald Coast. The 
first year the shop was in operation, 
76 bicycles were given away, and the 
total has climbed every year since. Two 
years ago, the shop gave away 1,485 
bikes, and last year they gave out 
1,506. Last year alone, almost 600 J-1 
Visa workers were given bikes to use 
for getting around town and to their 
jobs. This is huge. 


People that aren’t needy can also 
come to get a bike (donations are ap- 
preciated, and are used to buy parts, 
inner tube, tires, etc.), and nobody is 
questioned about their actual income. 
It’s an honor policy, and the ministry 
is happy putting people on two wheels. 
Having a bicycle is life changing for 
many that would otherwise have to 
walk. There is a rule in place regard- 
ing folks who've gotten a bike, and may 
need another soon thereafter—there’s 
a six-month wait between bikes. Mr. 
Cheidsey maintains, however, that 
they will work with people on a case- 
by-case basis to help them in a pinch. 
The rule is basically to eliminate abuse, 
such as selling the bicycles they’ve re- 
ceived, etc. 


Along with Walt, the shop has three 
other volunteers that provide mechan- 


ical work and lots more. Bill Parsons, 
Michael Prentice and Ed Fletcher, 
according to Walt, are the mechan- 
ics and muscle behind the operation, 
providing help in many areas. Bill 
Parsons is a Snowbird from Michigan 
who used to own a bicycle shop there. 
He has been volunteering at the shop 
for five years now and will be return- 
ing to Michigan soon. In his time vol- 
unteering at the shop, Bill has learned 
firsthand how vital a role the shop 
plays in the lives of the less fortunate. 


“T didn’t realize how important a bike 
really is until I moved here,” says Mr. 
Parsons. That’s a big statement com- 
ing from a guy that made his living 
with bicycles. His comment rings true, 
as the people can get around much 
easier than by foot, and when public 
transportation is at a premium. Ed 
Fletcher was not in the shop on the 
day of my visit, but he’s worked with 
the shop for seven years (when avail- 
able) and is noted as a huge asset as 
well. 


Michael Prentice worked on a bike 
as I spoke with Walt, and he never 
stopped moving. Michael has been 
volunteering at the shop for four years 
and rounds out the current four-man 
crew. He is dedicated, and often serves 
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hours well beyond when the shop is 
officially open. 


There is always room for more help, es- 
pecially since the seasonal loss of Bill 
Parsons is imminent. If you or some- 
one you know have mechanical skills, 
or want to learn, they7l find a place for 
you to fit in and help out. Walt, at 78 
years young, is supposed to be at the 
shop Mondays, Tuesdays, and Thurs- 
days from 9 AM to noon, but often 
ends up there much more. Although 
he wasn’t asking for help recruiting 
volunteers, I’m certain he’d be ecstatic 
if he had some more helpers (contact 
info is at the end of this article). 


Recently, there has been a change in 
the bikes that are offered at no cost— 
now; it’s mainly the “beach cruiser” 
variety, the kind typically donated by 
bike rental companies. These bikes 
are easier to have “up and running” 
with the least amount of labor. With 
so many of these bikes available to 
them, spare parts are easily harvested 
from other bikes—a win for the shop, 
and for the folks in need. Other bikes 
that have derailleurs (multiple speed 
bikes) present a lot more mechani- 
cal challenges and repair time. Since 
that’s the case, a monetary donation 
for these types of bikes is desired, due 
to the fact that fixing them is so labor- 
intensive. 


The Rick McIntosh Memorial Bike 
Shop was named in loving memory of 
the main mechanic that volunteered 
his time for almost six years at the 
shop. Last August, he was struck and 
killed by a vehicle as he crossed High- 
way 98 in Destin. The loss of Rick re- 
ally hit Walt Cheidsey hard, along with 
all the people that knew him from the 
church ministries. Having been with 
the bicycle ministry for 12 years, Walt 


has seen a lot of people come and go 
and seen many needy walk-ins ride 
away smiling. 


“He’s greatly missed,” says Walt. “Our 
ministry here is so important, and it’s 
not just for the homeless, but for those 
in need from this area. Even if they 
have a car, there may be times that 
they can’t afford gas or a car repair. 
That’s when a bike comes in really 
handy.” From the first load of bikes 
he picked up from a shop on 30A to 
the yearly donations he receives from 
shops and individuals all around the 
area, Walt sees all the good that the 
ministry does on a daily basis. 


He named Bob’s Bicycle Shop (FWB), 
Coastal Cruisers (Destin), Robin’s 
Bicycles (Silver Sands), Big Daddy’s 
Bicycles (Blue Mountain), Rent Gear 
Here, Yellowfin, Watercolor, Alys 
Beach and La Dolce Vita as some of 
the biggest donors to the bike shop. 


“We're here to help,” says Walt. “That’s 
the bottom line. The people that come 
to us really need the help, and we treat 
them with dignity and respect.” As we 
walked out the door, we were sur- 
rounded by bicycles, and almost im- 
mediately a woman walked up to Walt 
and asked for help with her bike. They 
were talking as I left, and I was think- 
ing to myself, this is truly a ministry 
where the rubber meets the road. 


If you’d like to donate a bicycle (or more 
than one), get a bike, volunteer to help 
out, or donate or support this ministry, 
you can call Walt at 850-687-9330. 
Shop hours are Mondays, Tuesdays, 
and Thursdays from 9 AM to noon, 
or you can call to see if you can stop 
by as well.

Chef Jim Shirah: Fishing, pata Lionfish

Some people just get born into their 
life’s work. Chef Jim (“Jimmy”) 
Shirah is executive chef at Dewey 
Destin’s Harborside Restaurant. 
Area residents and visitors are well 
acquainted (or should be by now) with 
Dewey Destin’s, which offers not only 
an extensive menu of fresh fish and 
shellfish, but a relaxed atmosphere 
and a boat-owner’s view of the harbor. 


Shirah recently took some time just 
before weekday lunch to talk with 
Beachcomber. Service starts at 11 AM, 
but he gets there around 7 to prep 
with the staff, which worked around 
us as we talked. 


Dewey Destin’s Harborside sits in 
a former residence, once the home 
of Shirah’s great aunt and uncle. 
Jim is a fifth-generation Shirah, and 
also counts the names Marler and 
Nelson in his family tree. The family 
business wasn’t always restaurants— 
the Shirahs used to be commercial 
fishermen. 


“I grew up on a boat,” says Shirah. 
Most of the men in the family cooked. 
It proved to be good practice for when 
a net ban went into effect, and the 
family transitioned into restaurateurs. 
Shirah did his first cooking at an early

age, using a cast iron skillet and a 
bottle of propane. “Anything to get out 
of work,” he says. 


At age 19, he traveled to France and 
the elegant resort town of Biarritz, on 
the Bay of Biscay, for cooking school. 
He was in Basque country, and close 
enough to Spain to sample some of 
that nation’s cooking traditions along 
with those of France. “I welcomed all 
foods.” Upon returning to the Emerald 
Coast, Shirah worked at the Destin 
Seafood Market and the Fish Net 
Restaurant in Crestview. 


Starting small, the Shirah family 
business expanded gradually (as did 
additions to the former family house 
at Harborside). The family still does 
commercial fishing, and still sources 
locally. 


From the start, the plan for Dewey 
Destin’s Harborside restaurant was to 
offer Gulf-sourced seafood. Shirah’s 
recipes are a mix of family favorites 
and innovations, though he admits he 
still loves just good old fried fish. His 
rule is, “If wouldn’t eat it, l won’t serve 
it.” Among the local fish and shellfish 
served in season are grouper, snapper, 
trigger, Gulf cod, scamp, amberjack, 
shrimp and crab. The scallops are 
Atlantic. Depending on the fish, his 
methods of cooking include grilled, 
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fried, broiled, blackened or bronzed, 
with steaming available for shrimp or 
crab. 


And then there’s the lionfish. Native 


to Indo-Pacific waters, the spiny, 
venomous creature has_ invaded 
waters in the Caribbean and off 


the Gulf Coast of the United States. 
There’s speculation that the Gulf 
invasion began with the escape of 
six lionfish from a south Florida 
aquarium that was destroyed during 
Hurricane Andrew in 1992. 


Shirah has an information sheet on 
the lionfish. According to the sheet, 
the lionfish spawns 27,000 eggs 


every two-and-a-half days, eats some 
30 other Gulf species (including its 
own kind), and can reduce up to 90 
percent of the native fish populations 
of some reefs. The good news is that 
when their spines are removed, the 
little monsters are delicious. 


Shirah says lionfish has the texture 
of scamp and the flavor of trigger, 
is good fried or grilled, and makes a 
great ceviche. He offers it on the Dewey 
Destin Harborside menu, when it’s 
available, and will prepare it to order. 
The kitchen doesn’t always have it, 
but when they do, “we always sell out.” 
In January, Shirah conducted an in- 
class lionfish cooking demonstration 
at Fort Walton Beach High School. 


He also supports the Emerald Coast 
Open, reportedly the world’s largest 
lionfishing tournament, which will 
take place May 16-19. Prizes are 
awarded for most, largest, and 
smallest lionfish. Shirah catered the 
pre-tournament kickoff party. 


In addition to doing its part in the 
lionfish wars, the restaurant has been 
staging wine and whiskey pairings, 
which Shirah says always sell out 
quickly. The chef puts in a long and 
varied day at work, doing “whatever 
needs to be done—cooking, cleaning 
and serving.” The restaurant space 
continues to expand, with the deck and 
porch bar the latest additions. In the 
kitchen, which Shirah is remodeling 
and streamlining, he and the staff are 
“getting the system down.” 


Currently, the staff numbers around 
60 employees, and hiring is underway 
to be ready for Spring Break and 
summer season. 


When not at work, Chef Shirah’s 
favorite activity is “just being 
outside, on the water,” boating or 
paddleboarding. He has also taken up 
clay pottery. Potted lionfish, anyone?

The size and shape of one’s brain may 
also play a role. No matter what the 
cause, earworms can be maddening! 


To get rid of the earworm, he could think 
of or listen to a different song, or listen 
to the actual song all the way through. 
This could remove it from being “stuck 
in a loop.” One other suggestion—give 
your boyfriend a piece of gum to chew. 
Studies have shown that chewing gum 
hijacks the same auditory mechanism 
your brain uses to replay the song over 
and over.
